The 
Quillacinga people have nothing to give, but in this 
vast kingdom, all communities pay tribute, in kind or 
in labor time.

At the foot of the 
volcano, the chief of the Quillacingas steps forward 
and places a bamboo cylinder in hands of the tax 
collector from Cuzco. The cylinder 1s filled with live
